TH 1964 there were 11,785 road deaths 
over the country as a whole, Four 
years later there were 12,31 1, an increase 
of 4.5 per cent. 

In North Rhine-Westphalia the number 
of road deaths for the years in question 
were 4,709 and 4,324, In the country’s 
most populous Federal state the road toll 
was reduced by 8.2 per cent over a period 
of five years, 

The trend for traffic accidents in which 
road-users sustained non-fatal Injuries was 
qomparable. The nation-wide increase 
over the period in question was 5,5 per 
cent; in North ine-Westphalia the 
umber fell by 1.6 per cent. 

ı Over the five years between 1964 and 
1968 there were 597 fewer deaths, 4,792 
fewer people seriously injured and 5,904 
minor uries less than might have been 
expected on. the basis of the road toll 
over the rest of the country. 

This surprising development is due to 
no small extent to a road safe pro- 
gramme conducted in the state for the 
past seven years. 

Accident flgures in the early sixties 
decldel Gerhard Kienbaum, the then 
Minister of Economic Affairs and Trans- 
port, to develop a comprehensive traffic 
programme for road-users in the Rhine.

Economic undertakings geared to pro- 
fitmaking, for this is what Federal league 
football clubs are, are only to be expect. 
ed to pay their money and take thelr 
choice and hope that a reputable trainer 
will be a guarantee of good performance 
and better gates. 

The investment, then, is intended to 
pay, but in practice things look a little 
different. Something or someone has 
gone wrong: in this case the relationship 
between coach and players.

with the intelligent man. 

Max Merkel, putting his views in a 
nutshell, rules that the trainer is always 
right, Sepp Herberger, veteran trainer of 
the national team, feels that intuition is 
the vital factor. 

Klaus Ochs, at present trainer of Ham- 
burg SV, reckons that neither psychology 
nor education theory have any great say 
in the football trainer courses run by the 
Federal Republic Football League (DFB). 

Frantisek Bufka, would-be trainer of 
VfB Stuttgart in 1969, had already taken 
his old team to the top in Austria but 
when it came to the DFB course for 

Federal league trainers failed the practical 
examination ~— as if il were a matter of 
mere work in the gym and on the field!
